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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Andover  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  the  year  1967. 

During  the  year,  the  population  increased  by  1,520  according  to  the 
figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General.  The  birth  rate  also  continues  to 
rise  to  21  compared  with  18.4  in  1966  and  17.9  in  1965.  There  was  a sharp 
increase  in  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  compared  with  other  years. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year, 
measles  accounting  for  the  bulk  of  these.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  advent 
of  measles  vaccine,  the  numbers  will  be  drastically  reduced.  The  four  cases 
of  malaria  were  notified  from  the  Army  Hospital  at  Tidworth. 

The  annual  statistics  of  the  Home  Help  Service  are  now  included  with 
those  of  the  Andover  Borough.  I am  informed  that  as  the  result  of  an 
Organisation  and  Methods  Study,  separate  statistics  were  discontinued. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff 
of  his  and  my  departments  for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

Infant  Mortality  Rate 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  the  total  infant  deaths  under  1 year  per 
1,000  live  births.  In  1967  it  was  26.2  compared  with  33.7  for  1966,  30.9 
in  1965  and  27.8  in  1964.  For  England  & Wales  in  1967  it  was  18.3  and  for 
the  Administrative  County  of  Hampshire  it  was  1 6. 1 . 

Legitimate  Infant  Mortality  Rate

Perinatal  mortality  Rate 

This  is  the  number  of  infant  deaths  under  one  week  plus  still-births  per 
1,000  combined  live  and  still-births.  In  1967  it  was  20.8  compared  with 
41.1  in  1966,  27.8  in  1965  and  46.4  in  1964. 

Katornal  Mortality  Rate 

For  the  third  year  running  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy  and 
childbirth  in  the  District.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons  under 
40  years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (Sabin)  type  vaccine 
which  is  easier  to  administer*  especially  to  children.  It  is  important  to 
ensure  that  the  highest  possible  acceptance  rate*  especially  among  young 
children*  is  maintained.

Diphtheria.  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  Vaccination. 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen,  which  contains  antigens 
of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This  reduces  the  number  of  injections 
necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when  the  infant  is  about  three  months 
old.  The  antigens,  given  combined  in  a single  vaccine,  produce  a greater 
protection  to  each  disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately.

During  the  year  all  the  houses  which  were  originally  scheduled  under  the 
1954  housing-  survey  as  being  unfit  and  not  repairable  at  reasonable  expense 
have  been  completed.  All  these  houses  have  either  been  brought  up  to  the 
required  standard  of  fitness,  have  been  demolished  or  are  the  subject  of  a 
Demolition  Order  or  Undertaking. 

A fresh  housing  survey  was  commenced  during  the  year  in  order  to 
ascertain  the  present  position  with  regard  to  the  housing  standards  in  the 
area. 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT.  I960 


A certain  amount  of  trouble  was  experienced  from  noise  at  the  Shipton 
Bellinger  Laundry  which  was  causing  a nuisance  to  residents  in  close  proximity 
of  this  factory.  It  was  found  that  the  main  cause  of  the  trouble  was  noise 
from  the  spin-dryers.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  owners,  a certain 
amount  of  baffling  was  carried  out  and  the  noise  reduced  to  a reasonable 
level. 


OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1963. 


Several  inspections  of  registered  premises  were  carried  out  throughout 
the  year.  Only  minor  contraventions  were  found  to  exist  and  these  were 
remedied  by  informal  action,  the  employers  being  very  co-operative  when 
requested  to  rectify  these  contraventions. 


PETROLEUM  CONSOLIDATION  ACT.  1928. 

Inspections  of  ell  premises  licensed  to  store  petroleum  spirit  were 
carried  out  and  informal  notices  had  to  be  sent  to  approximately  15%  of  all 
Licence  Holders  requiring  minor  infringements  to  be  rectified.  Pressure 
tests  were  required  on  all  tanks  more  than  20  years  old  and  before  the  end 
of  the  year  the  majority  of  these  infringements  were  rectified  and  tanks 
tested  as  required. 


PREPAYliENT  SELF-SERVICE  PETROL  PUMP 


At  the  end  of  the  year  an  application  was  received  from  a garage 
proprietor  in  the  area  to  install  a prepayment  self-service  petrol  pump. 

This  application  was  one  of  the  first  to  be  considered  in  the  south  and  this 
was  approved  by  the  Council  subject  to  special  conditions  being  imposed. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  usual  free  service  for  rodent  control  was  continued  for  all  domestic 
premises  within  the  district  and,  in  addition  to  this,  the  Department 
arranged  for  the  destruction  of  moles’  and  wasps’  nests  when  the  need  arose. 
The  Department  is  kept  extremely  busy  with  rodent  complaints  from  domestic 
buildings  from  October  to  March  and  during  the  period  the  Operator  is 
employed  almost  solely  on  the  destruction  of  rats  at  these  premises. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT.  1961. 

There  are  five  persons  registered  under  the  above  Act,  only  four  of  which 
were  operational  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSE  AMD  MEAT  INSPECTION 


Extensions  were  carried  out  at  the  Slaughterhouse  at  Tilley  Down  during 
the  year  which  included  an  increase  of  approximately  one  third  of  the  cooling 
hall  and  the  addition  of  a large  refrigerator. 

The  through-put  increased  considerably,  there  being  approximately  double 
the  usual  number  of  cattle  killed  and  almost  three  times  the  number  of  sheep. 
The  main  increase  in  the  through-put  of  beasts  was  due  to  a foot-and-mouth 
outbreak  in  the  Portsmouth  area  which,  completely  closed  Fontley  Abattoir 
for  some  weeks.  During  this  time  a large  proportion  of  the  cattle  normally 
killed  at  Fontley  were  sent  to  this  district. 

A one  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  The  incidence  of  disease  is  shown  in  the  following  table

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


A further  42  connections  to  the  main  sewer  were  made  during  the  year 
in  the  parishes  of  Hurstbourne  Tarrant  and  Long  parish,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  properties  now  connected  to  35. 

In  the  parishes  of  Abbotts  Ann  and  Upper  Clatford  a further  18 
properties  were  connected  bringing  the  total  to  127. 

Plans  were  prepared  during  the  year  for  a main  drainage  scheme  to  cover 
the  parishes  of  Grateley,  Amport,  Monxton,  Thruxton,  Penton  Grafton  and 
Penton  Mewsey. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year. 
An  experiment  of  supplying  paper  sacks  to  all  persons  where  a collection  had 
to  be  missed  due  to  Bank  Holidays  was  tried  and  found  to  be  very  successful, 
the  double  load  being  collected  during  the  following  week.  Refuse,  as  in 
previous  years,  was  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  West  Down 
Chilbolton. 

The  cesspool  and  septic  tank  emptying  service  continued  to  operate  as  in 
the  previous  year.  The  demand  was  very  similar,  there  being  850  cesspools 
and  septic  tanks  emptied  during  the  year  as  compared  with  870  in  the  previous 
year.
